Wluter Work lor farm r. 


From the Pnirl* Farmer. 


No cUss of men bave the time and opportuoi- 


:ies tor study that farmers have. The entire 
irinter seems to be designed for this purpose. 
The artisan of every craft, the practitioner ot ev- 
ery profession. Is compelled to labor tbe live 
! 


OUR year. 
If tbey get time for study, they steal ! 


from the hours which should be devoted to rest 
or sleep. And yet these men do study; tbey 
pnruse more books ia a week than the same 
number ol farmers do ID A year. Tbey seem to 
realize the fact tbat If there is not progress there 
• not progression. 
This Is not the case with the majority ol far- 


mers ; they stem lo be content if tbey do as well 
one year as they did the season before. Study ia 
or book farmers, to which class they do not be- 
ODp. Now every field lo a farm requires to be 
studied; Its adaptation for every kind of crop 
waols to be tested, and a hundred other ques- 
tions are to be settled about the management of 
stock, and the care of crops. Winter ia tbe time 
lo think of all these things, and to trace out the 
ause of the failures that have becu experienced 
In previous seasons. It Is the time, too, la 
whleb to perfect a detailed plan of all the farm 
operations for tbe following year. 


But tbe winter has claims npon the farmer for 


grander work tban this. It lies iu tbe power 
ol every Western farmer to gain a very complete 
knowledge of some Important branch of hus- 
bandry, euch winter. Lei ij.m .select stock breed- 
ing this season, and thoroughly read tbe best 
works on that subject. Tula scientific Investiga- 
tion, combined with tbe practical knowledge he 
has acquired, ought to make him a successful 
breeder of stock. Next winter let the subject of 
sheep husbandry be taken up In the same way; 
then orcharding, small fruit culture, viue grow- 
ing, and poultry breeding. 


As the years roll on, and the taste for study 


increases, as it Invariably will, the pursuit of 
thoeu branches of science may he lakeu up that 
hive a particular bearing on agriculture, sucb aa 
Da-tsny.eui.tju.o^.,,, »-..-«- wuncrul aud aKrl- 
•ultural cheminlry. A few wiuiers npum, ,u v\.<.~ 
ninuiir, and the fanrjer will become ibe peer of 
the members of ibe so-called learned professious. 
Labor will be less irksome than before; for the 
tuind will bu employed on more pleasurable and 
more proHtable subjects of thought. 


Now if the farmer can Induce a few of his 


neighbors to taka a like subject to etudy,during 
ibe same winter, and they can meet occasionally 
and talk over ihe question they are reading 
about, comparing Hi fir experience with each 
other, and with ihe euiementft lu ihe works 
they are reading, the result would be atlll butler. 
Greater interests would be excited, and tbe
